On July 7th Isabel Hutche- 
son, who has for many years 
been not only a Judge but a warm 
friend of the Founder-President 
of the Guild, brought her sixth 
Summer Class for Teachers to a 
close.

The greater part of his 
training has been received at North 
Texas State College, Denton, Tex- 
as. Mr. Floyd is now teaching 
privately in Corpus Christi, Texas.

Patricia Prentzel, young resident 
pianist, played to a capacity house 
at the Phillips Gallery of Art last 
evening. She is a musician not to 
be dismissed lightly. Not only has 
Miss Prentzel a natural affinity for 
che: keyboard, but she gave evi- 
dence that she is already capable 
of distinguished interpretations. 

The exciting tonal mysticism of 
Debussy escapes most keyboard 
performers. It is musie with which 
so many pianists fail. Thus it was 
a real surprise to hear the charm- 
ing young woman dip into her 
tonal palette and convey the 
myriad nuances of “General La- 
vine” or “Bruyeres”—to convey the 
composer’s sense of beauty, his 
moments of sensuousness. 


The same effect, of a pianist re- 
creating what was deeply felt in- 


side her prevailed thruout the pro- 
gram—in the Guarnieri Toccata, 
Bach’s French Suite, and _ the 
Schumann Fantasia in C. Tho the 
latter work required a patient ef- 
fort on her part in some’of the 
bigger moments. But elsewhere 
the technique was commendable in 
its clarity and independence. 

The novelty of the evening was 
Harris’ “Little Suite.” Miss Prent- 
zel played its four  sections— 
“Bells,” “Sad News,” “Children at 
Play” and “Slumber”’—with ef- 
fects that were charming in just 
the manner the composer must 
have intended.

Paolo Pianini Mystery Teacher 


Doctor Takes Own 
Medicine 

In the San Antonio Auditions 
there appeared a pupil to play for 
she Judge, Dr. Harold Morris of 
New York City, registered by Guild 
“lember, PAOLO PIANINI. This 
student was a young man of seri- 
ous demeanor and singular bear- 
ng. His mother came with him 
:o0 the San Pedro Playhouse, where 
she San Antonio Auditions were 
aeld, but not Mr. Pianini. The 
serious young man entered the 
Sanctum Sanctorum of the Judge, 
seated himself at the piano and 
played a Bach Prelude and Fu- 
zue. He was a candidate for the 
auild’s High School Diploma for 
which he was to play an hour. 

The Judge wrote comments on a 
piece of paper and got up to pace 
che floor. The pupil thought: 
‘How terrible went the Bach! Bet- 
cer luck, maybe, on the Mozart 
Soncerto,” which he played entire- 
y without pedal. Dr. Morris was 
2ither worried or pleased because 
1e paced the floor some more, in- 
cerspercing his -pacing with more 
writing on the piece of paper. The 
student followed the Mozart with 
a Chopin group—a nocturne and 
the two troublesome preludes in B 
flat minor and D minor. The 
Judge had not thrown anything at 
him, but had written much and 
paced more, finally asking: “This 
Mr. Pianini, where does he teach?” 
The young man replied: “In Aus- 
tin.” Dr. Morris, nonplussed, re- 
marked: “In Austin? Why, I 
taught at the University of Texas 


two summers ago and never met a 
Mr. Pianini.” ‘The pupil mumbled 
his answer, and went into his clos- 
ing group, Cadman’s Pompadour’s 
Fan and the Moszkowsik Waltz in 
E. The Judge wrote his final com- 
ment and made further inquiry 
about the teacher. 

The Audition over, the student’s 
mother was asked to come in. Also 
the Monitor. Dr. Morris was 
kind as Guild Judges are sup- 
posed to be. Afterwards the moth- 
er asked: “Dr. Morris, have you 
written all the comment you wish 
to make about my son’s playing?” 
“Yes, it is all here,” said Dr. Mor- 
ris, handing her the piece of paper 
and pupil’s certificate and report 
card. Then the boy’s mother said 
to Dr. Morris’ astonishment: “Dr. 
Morris, we have been practicing a 
little deception here this morning 
.. There is no Mr. Pianini. Charles 
Edward’s teacher is Dr. Allison.” 
Dr. Morris, taken completely by 
surprise, thought he had not heard 
aright so quizzically said: “You 
4.4 “Yes,” broke in 
Mrs. Mize, “Paolo Pianini is Ir] 
Allison.” Dr. Morris exclaimed: 
“Why did Allison do this to me?” 
but before Mrs. Mize could reply, 
he added: “Oh, I understand... 
I understand perfectly. He wanted 
my absolutely honest opinion un- 
affected by friendship or his posi- 
tion in the Guild.” And that is 
exactly what Dr. Allison received, 
the medicine each and every Guild 
member must take from his Judge, 
if he enters his pupils in the Audi- 
tions.

Dr. Morris failed to write 
the end of this sentence, so Dr. 
Allison must be satisfied with the 
above, the sweet taken with the 
bitter, since this is exactly the 
kind of medicine Guild Members 
from coast to coast have been tak- 
ing, lo! these many years. The 
Doctor has for once had to take 
his own medicine.
